models, a schema server receiving and storing the unified models and data type 
translation files in a schema repository, a plurality of templates defining services within a 
framework, and a code generator generating source code objects as a function of the 
templates, unified models and data type translation files, as recited in independent claim 
72 (renumbered as claim 8.)
